IX. Jn Account of an Humane Skeleton of an ex* 
traordinary Si:^, found in a <^pofttory at Repton 
«>2 Derby- fhi re, together with Jome Examples of 
long Life, communicated by Simon Degg, M. i^. 

ExtraB from my Journal, Friday 
July the i$th, ij%6. 

TH E Day favouring us, we fet forward from T>erby 
for Repon, alias Repmgdon, and in One Hour 

and Two Thirds we arrived at Re^ton^ a Town in the 
Trent famous for the Burial of the Mercian Kings, 
whofe chief Seat was at Tamworth in Stafford-Jhire. 
This Town is likewife remarkable for its Free-fchooJ, and 
its antient Abbey. Having view'd the Ruins in this 
Town, and enquiring for Antiquities, the Inhabitants 
brought us Thomas Walker, a Labourer, aged Eighty 
Eight Years, who gave the following Account. 

About Forty Years fmce cutting Hillocks, near tlie 
Surface he met with an old Stone Wall, when clearing 
farther he found it to be a fquare Enciofure of Fifteen 
Foot: It had been covered, but the Tod was decayed 

moving the Cover, faw a Skeleton of a Hmnane Body 
Nine Foot long, and round it lay One Hundred Hu- 
mane Skeletons, with their Feet pomting to the Stone 
Coffin. They leem'd to be of the ordmary Size. The 
Head of the great Skeleton he gave to Mr. Bowers, 
Mailer of the Free-fchool. I enquired of his Son,. One' 
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of the prefent Matters, concerning ir, but it is loft.^ 
yet he fay?^ that he remembers the Skull in his Fathers 
Clofet, and that he had often heard his Father mention 
this Gigantick Corps, ami thinks this Skull was in Pro- 
portion to a Body of that Stature. The Bottom of this 
borraitcry was pav'd with broad fiat Stones, and in the 
Wall was a Door-cafe, with Steps to go down to ir, 
whofe Entrance was Forty Yards oiF, nearer the Church 
and River. The Steps are Stone^ and much worn: 
'lis in a Clofe, on the North Side of the Church, and 
over this Repotitory grov/s a S}xaraorf5 planted by the 
old Man when he filled in the EartL The prefent 
Owner will not fufFer it to be open'd, the Lady of the 
Mannor having forbidden it. This was atrefted to us 
by feveral old People, who had likewife feen and mea- 
fured the Skeleton^
